CANCELS $ 6,000,000,000 IN DEBTS. 


The United Stales Kovernment lias canceled $ 6,000,000,- 
000 in war and post-war debts, which is about half of the 
total at the time settlements were negotiated. 
These fig­ 
ures apply to Great Britain, France, Italy, Belgium, (V.eeho- 
slovakia, Esthonia, Finland, liunRary, Latvia, Lithuania, Po­ 
land. Rumania and Jugoslavia. 
Terms of the French . s e t t l e ­ 
ment have been agreed upon by representatives of the two 
governments and a cash payment l i a s been made but the 
French government has failed to ratify the agreement as to 
the terms of deferred payments. 
British and French debts wen* the greatest, but there is 
similarity in the terms of settlement. The total debt of Great 
Britain at the time of settlement was $ 1,715,310,00<>. 
Re­ 
duction of interest and other items amounted to $ 111,181,- 
914; cash paid, $ 1,128,085; bonds to run sixty-two years, 
$ 4,600,000,000. 
The difference between face value and 
present value of the bonds, with other concessions, effected 
a total reduction of $ 1,411,233,915. 
Fhe French debt at the tune of negotiations amounted to 
$ 4,230,777,000. The first reduction was $ 205,390,313. 
Set­ 
tlement was negotiated on a basis of payment of $ 386,686 
in cash and acceptance of $ 4,025,000,000 in bonds to run 
sixty-two years, 
1 he cash was paid, but th*1 remainder of 
the settlement awaits ratification bj the French government. 
By reason of difference in the face value and present value 
of bonds, total concessions amounted to $ 2,549,921,3Pi. 
We have other credits ranging from $ 270,599,640 owed 
by Russia to $ 34,718 owed by Liberia which for various rea­ 
sons have not been settled. 
Greece offers a peculiar line of reasoning with reference 
to her obligation. 
It is contended there that as she had ar­ 
ranged for a credit of $ 48,000,000 ,vud had borrowed only 
$ 15,000,000 no request for payment should 1 ave been made 
until the United States had loaned $ 33,000,000 more, 
'Fhe 
American debt commission is not convinced of the validity 
of that contention. 
Armenia had a debt ot $ 16,000,000, but these pe »pie hove 
no independent government. 
Austria owes $ 32,000,000, but, notwithstanding the fart 
that she was an enemy nation, she has been granted a mora­ 
torium of twenty years.
